but does not roll back diesel oil 
prices. 
Ratification Recommended

While 
independent 
truckers 
decide whether or not to accept 
an agreement which could end 
their nationwide shutdown and 
Congress has again delayed the 
emergency energy 
legislation, 
President Nixon is turning his 
attention to the international oil 
situation. 
Although the informal agree­ 
ment between the truckers and 
f e d e r a l negotiators 
allows 
truckers to charge customers 
more to make up for higher 
fuel prices, many truckers are 
demanding a rollback of diesel 
prices to their May, 1973 level. 
No Rollback 
But Simon said Friday there 
would be no rollback, terming 
it “ counterproductive...just the 
most unproductive thing in the 
world ” 
“ We should continue as we 
are, under the law, to control 
prices at a reasonable level,” 
■Simon said, “not the explosive 
level of world prices but at a 
reasonable 
level 
that 
will 
assure us that w ere going to 
get the investment needed to 
give 
the

self- 
sufficiency.”

the office, as is his custom. Jim Haywood, whose 
largest claim to fame was perhaps his striped shirt 
and basketball whistle, remarked how he is missing 
Bill. Jim, of course, remembers the days when Bill 
was sports writer and covered the games and 
perhaps detected the errors of the players, coaches, 
■(and no doubt the officials). Jim was most com­

My message to Jim was that after 25 years in 
advertising at The Republican it would have been 
impossible for me to, have come over and “made 
it” on the “other side” (editorial) were it not for the 
help and encouragement of Bill Hougland. Of 
course, the same is true in regard to others who 
were on the staff here at that time: Bill Matney in 
sports, Lucile Adams in society, Stan Wolfal on the 
camera, and Sam Kirkpatrick on wire service.

PUBLIC SHOULD KNOW 


During the years of controversy over construction 
of the trans-Alaska pipeline, a vital factor in 
support of the project has been generally 
overlooked—notably by environmentalists who 
have worked to block the building of the line. The 
North Slope of Alaska holds more than oil. There 
are vast deposits of natural gas. 


Senator Gerald R, Ford stressed this point in a 
talk before the American Gas Association He said, 
“How m any A m ericans have any idea th at 
construction of the Alaska pipeline is an essential 
first step in bringing the vast gas supplies of the 
Alaska North Slope to consumers in the Lower 48 
States?. . .To me it is shocking that we discovered 
oil and gas in huge quantities in Alaska back in 
February 1968 and we Ye still just talking about 
how to move it from there to here.” In 1971, the 
American Gas Association filed a statement with 
the Department of the Interior in support of the 
trans-Alaska oil pipeline. The public should be 
interested in tw o im portant considerations 
emphasized in the statement. They are that: 
**.. .(1) Early operation of the proposed Alaska oil 
pipeline is essential to implementation as soon as 
possible of deliveries to the Lower 48 States of the 
vast major gas supplies associated with the oil. 
T h is.. .is needed to help alleviate the severe gas 
shortage. . .(2) Because of the clean burning 
qualities of natural gas, the total environmental 
health of the nation will be better served if the 
pipeline is permitted to be constructed as soon as 
possible." 


Natural gas, according to many authorities, is one 
answer to some pollution problems in metropolitan 
areas such as New York City. Yet because of a lack 
of realistic national energy policies and because of 
misguided environmentalism, the country is faced 
with a serious energy shortage, and the cause of 
environmentalism has been set back substantially.

SOMETHING 
TO THINK ABOUT 


KEEP IT HOME! 
Just how the federal government, with a 
monumental record of administrative inefficiency, 
ever got the reputation of being better equipped 
than anyone else to take on the task of solving the 
most thorny problems that face the nation is one of 
the greatest mysteries of our age. It is a mystery 
that continues to cost the American taxpayer a 
whale of a lot of money. 
The editor of the Williamsburg, Virginia, Gazette, 
comments on this problem and suggests a solution. 
He points out that the Office of Economic 
Opportunity uses 80 cents of every tax dollar it 
collects just to put the remaining 20 cents in the 
hands of the poor and aged. He reports that the 
finance director of the city of Williamsburg has 
stated that only 
. .40 cents on the revenue 
sharing dollar or any other IRS-collected dollar 
gets back to Williamsburg when Federal revenues 
arrive. The rest is eaten up in administrative red 
tape in Washington. . 
Municipalities use only 
about 10 cents on the tax dollar, according to the 
director, for administrative overhead and return 90 
cents to do the job that the taxpayers paid to have 
done in the first place. The editor of the Gazette 
adds, “So why not cut the Federal budget 
drastically and raise the local one to cover the local 
effort needed?” 
This isn’t likely to happen soon, but think what it 
would mean. The federal budget would be a cinch 
to balance and local communities could undertake 
needed expansion of 
. .welfare and community 
action programs at the local level where they’re 
best administered and checked.” Most of all, the 
nation’s taxpayers would come miles closer to 
getting their money's worth, and we might even be 
able to control inflation. 


OPPORTUNITY KNOCKING 
After a stint in the armed forces, many 
servicemen have returned to civilian life proficient 
in military weaponry and with more than a passing 
knowledge of brass polishing and hand-to-hand 
combat. These are hardly skills which society is 
clammering to use. Now one of the goals of the new 
volunteer army will be to provide servicemen and 
women with an education which will equip them for 
productive lives after they leave the service. 
During the next year, the Defense Department 
will spend $6.6 billion on programs ranging from 
high school to college courses. At 1,000 high 
schools, two-year community colleges and 
four-year universities which have been signed up 
as “Serviceman’s Opportunity” institutions, mili­ 
tary personnel will be able to receive not only 
vocational training but advanced college degrees. 
The education will be free, and the servicemen and 
women will be paid while they learn. The military 
education program is a sound idea. One can only 
hope that many young people will see it as the 
opportunity it is and take advantage of it. 
It is most difficult, however, for many of the youth 
of the nation to see the advantages offered by 
service to the country. Aside from fulfilling an 
obligation, this extremely attractive advantage of 
high wages, bonus, and educational opportunities 
unheard of in prior history of the United States, is 
mighty difficult for some of our youth to 
understand and appreciate.

types of tires and chains on the rear wheels, these tests 
have disclosed that conventional snow tires are of no help 
in stopping on glare ice. Studded tires, on the other hand, 
reduce braking distance by 19% . and reinforced tire chains 
by 50%. 
Pointing out that with regular tires the stopping distance 
on glare ice may be nearly nine times the normal, dry pave­ 
ment distance, the League reminds motorists that far slower 
than normal speeds are a must when driving on icy pave­ 
ments.

Soviets ‘Lean’ 
On Iceland 
Over U.S. Bases 
By WARREN L. NELSON 
WASHINGTON (UPI) 
The 
Soviet government has “lea­ 
ned” on Iceland, threatening to 
stop sending oil to the tiny 
North Atlantic state unless it 
orders the United States mili­ 
tary out of bases the Pentagon 
considers 
the 
keystone 
to 
Atlantic defenses, administra­ 
tion sources said today. 
One source called the Soviet 
threat “a clear example of how 
the 
Arab oil 
boycott 
has 
ramifications we haven’t even 
begun to consider. In the era of 
cheap, ample oil, Moscow could 
never have leaned on a country 
like this.” 
The sources said the Soviet 
action was an ‘implied threat” 
so that if the Icelanders called 
Moscow’s bluff, the Soviets 
could back away and claim to 
have been, misunderstood. 
The Icelandic ambassador to 
Washington, Haraldur Kroyer, 
told UPI in an interview; 
“There is no foundation for this 
rumor...there have been some 
delays in deliveries of oil over 
the last month, but these delays 
are purely technical.” 
Moscow once before used 
trade 
to 
pressure 
Iceland, 
which has a population of only 
290,000. 
Iceland imported 2.6 mil ton 
barrels of petroleum products 
from the Soviet Union in 1972. 
That is only a four-hour supply 
for the United States. But 
except 
for 
airplane 
fuels, 
Iceland gets virtually all her 
petroleum from Rusia. 
The United States has 3,000 
men on Iceland stationed at the 
airfield at Keflavik. Since the 
early 1950s the base has been 
used for flights over the ocean 
passageways the Soviets must 
use to get her ships and subs 
out of the Arctic and into the 
Atlantic. 
The U.S. Navy considers the 
base essential to NATO to 
monitor the Soviet navy in 
peace and bottle it up in war. 
Generally U.S. military experts 
contend loss of the base would 
be very damaging.
